Train  connections  over 
the  Montauk  Division  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  make  Patchogue  a two-hour  run  out 
from  New  York.  Our  office  and  main  nurseries  are  on  the  Merrick  Road,  towards  Bell- 
port,  one  mile  east  from  the  village  of  Patchogue.  On  account  of  our  remarkable 
1 growth,  we  require  increased  facilities,  so  we  are  gradually  moving  our  nurseries  one- 
j half  mile  farther  East.  Our  office  and  sales  grounds,  however,  will  remain  in  the  present 
; location  for  the  current  season.  Our  new  grounds,  when  completely  developed,  with 
i splendid  soil,  joined  to  the  natural  advantages  of  the  situation,  should  make  a garden 
! spot  unparalleled  on  Long  Island.

In  ordering,  always  give  explicit  directions  as  to  address,  mode  of  shipment, 
and  time  of  delivery.  We  will  otherwise  use  our  best  judgment,  and  forward 
at  the  most  favorable  time,  and  by  the  most  economical  route.  Practically  all  of  our 
deliveries  will  be  made  by  our  trucks,  this  being  by  far  the  most  satisfactory  way.  All 
prices  are  based  on  stock  at  our  nurseries,  with  delivery  charges  extra  at  cost,  unless 
otherwise  arranged  for  at  time  of  sale.  We  guarantee  our  stock  to  be  free  from  disease 
and  true  to  name,  and  will  replace  any  that  may  prove  otherwise,  or  refund  the  purchase 
price.  Beyond  that,  we  assume  no  responsibility.  We  guarantee  our  stock  to  be  in 
good  condition  when  delivered  to  our  customers,  but  we  do  not  guarantee  that  such  stock 
will  live  and  grow,  it  being  impossible  to  control  the  after-care  or  weather  conditions 
affecting  the  newly-transplanted  tree.  On  Sundays  no  shipping  or  deliveries  of  any 
kind  will  be  made.  On  account  of  the  shortness  of  our  shipping  season,  however,  and 
! the  fact  that  many  of  our  customers  are  at  their  country  homes  only  on  Sundays,  at 
that  time  of  year,  our  office  will  be  open,  and  we  will  gladly  show  you  over  our 
nurseries,  or  will  keep  an  appointment  with  you  at  your  home.  Our  residence,  office  and 
shipping  departments  are  connected  by  telephone,  and  you  can  always  reach  us  by 
calling  Patchogue  232. 


Planting  Seasons 

Our  planting  seasons  are  usually  as  follows,  depending  somewhat  on  the  season 
and  prevailing  weather  conditions: 

For  evergreens,  from  the  time  the  frost  leaves  the  ground  in  latter  March  until 
the  middle  of  June,  though  early  planting  is  much  preferred  to  that  done  as  late  as 
June,  except  in  the  cases  of  some  evergreens  which  can  be  moved  more  or  less  satis- 
factorily all  during  the  Summer  months.  In  the  Fall  we  commence  shipping  evergreens 
about  the  middle  of  August,  continuing  until  the  middle  of  October,  or  even  later  if  the 
season  is  late  or  mild. 

For  deciduous  trees,  shrubs,  fruit  trees,  and  all  general  nursery  stock  except  ever- 
greens, we  commence  shipping  in  latter  March,  continuing  until  about  the  middle  of 
May.  In  the  Fall  we  commence  again  about  the  middle  of  October  and  can  keep  on 
successfully  until  hard  freezing  of  the  ground  in  December.
